ment, on account of the famine, re- 
moved the duty on corn from the Unit- 
ed States,; and.'shipments from the 
states for a time served' to relieve 
the situation: Speculators, however, 
got hold of all' the cereal shipped In- 
to-the district and at once •advanced 
the price 100 per cent 
The people 


stood this until driven to the verge of 
starvation and then organized 'for 'a 
raid, on .'the grain warehouses of the 


monopolists.
